MR. FARRER’S RECOLLECTIONS 
It is a matter of profound regret 
that so little of genuine value is find- 
ing its way into print in regard to the 
earlier years of the Dominion’s his- 
tory, of the decade or so that followed 
confederation. Those who played a 
part therein are disappearing one by 
one and soon there will be none left, 
from whom we can learn anything 
at first hand in regard to the men, the 
manners and the events of that im- 
portant epoch. No one is so awvell 
qualified to write of it than iMr. /Ed- 
ward Farrer, for many years editor 
of the Toronto Mail, and afterwards 
leading editorial writer for the To- 
ronto Globe. He saw the political 
struggles of those years from the in- 
side and knew the leaders of both par- 
ties as perhaps no one else did. If 
he ‘could induced ¢o write his 
reminiscences, they would make a 
most fascinating volume, and prove 
of the greatest value to the student 
of Canadian development. Unfortun- 
ately he is still a very busy  man.. 
Wha: he could produce is indicated ‘by 
a delightful sketch which he coniri- 
butes to the Canadian ‘Century, a new 
weekly, published in Montreal, from 
which the following extract is taken: 
“Taking everything into account, I 
should say that, intellectually, Sir 
Alexander Galt was the ablest man I 
have seen at Ottawa; next to him, by 
a short week, Edward Blake,” «writes 
Mr. Farrer, “But then, as the reader 
knows, these were not the successful 
men politically, ] saw Howe in the 
House, and likewise Hincks, but they 
had passed their climax; so. that 
we were brought back. to Sir John 
Macdonald. 

Mr. Farrer sp of Sir John’ 
sagacity for meeting each politica 
situation as it arose, and recalls his 
depression at the rejection of the Fen- 
ian raid claims by the Washington 
Conference in the early ’seventies. The 
Liberalism of a generation ago Mr. 
Farrer regarded as somewhat ‘harsh, 
which assumed that she Tory owas 
bad by nature and circumstances. 

“Sir John’s politics, viewing them 
at this distance were more popular 
with the average man. He allowed 
that he was frail and asked people to 
support ‘him on that account. In his 
private opinions there was nothing 
‘Tory in the technical sense; indeed, 
judged by what he did in public, he 
would have been regarded in the old 
country as a somewhat advanced Lib- 
eral.- At home he bore no malice to 
those who fought him pwblicly. When 
George (Brown was dying Sir John 
used to telegraph us every night as to 
his condition. On the night of Mr.

We cited these ffacts to the de- 
pantment: 

Ist. Early settlement of Hudson's 
Bay stock men. 

2nd. We denied the so-called resi- 
dency of McPherson, inasmuch as Me- 
Pherson was a bachelor, whereas our 
man (McDonald) had a wife and had 
children (born there. 

3rd. We claimed we «were at the 
geographical centre of a large district 
known by the common name Stony 
Plain.
